CONVOYED BY DESTROYER 


Submarine Emerged So Close to 
British Ship Guns Could Not 
Be Turned on Her. 

‘AN ATLANTIC PORT, Sept. 1.— 
A daring attack by a German sub- 
marine on a big British freighter, 


‘convoyed by a destroyer, the U-boat 


coming so close to fire a torpedo 
that guns could not be trained on 
her, was reported by members of 
the gun crew who arrived on the 
ship. The attack occurred about 500 
miles off the coast of Ireland. The 
first indication of an enemy’s pres- 
ence was the sudden swerving of 
the destroyer across the bow of the

The gun crew stood ready to fire 
at the first ripple, but to their 
amazement the U-boat emerged al- 
most alongside the ship, so close 
that the freighter’s gun could not 
be depressed enough, to cover her. 
The destroyer was unable to fire 
because the freighter screened the 
submarine, which disappeared  be- 
neath the waves without attempting 
to fire a shot.

Movement Against German Press. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Believing that this is a good time for 
citizens who were born in Germany but 
have adopted this tountry as their own to 
learn to speak and read English, I have 
accepted the Secretaryship of the Pro- 
American Society, the object of which is to 
enroll men who, like myself, are of German 
parentage or perhaps of German birth, in 
a movement which has for its object the 
doing away with German printed papers 
during the present war with Germany. 

This society is making no attack on 
Patriotic men and women who, although 
born in Germany, are loyally supporting 
America and her allies. But this society 
does propose to attack with all possible 
strength those who are working day and 
night against this Government. The Ger- 
man papers are, in the main, against 
America, and they are secretly encouraging 
disloyalty. In addition to this the German 
papers are being used in a dangerous se- 
cret propaganda, which unquestionably is 
being financed in Berlin. Those who read 
only the German papers are being used 


CONSCRIPTS OF DEMOCRACY. | 
Blended with the sorrow of parting there are 
congratulations, gratitude and honor for the men 
who are mobilizing today for service in the na- 
tional army. 

Patriotic demonstrations by the people in all 
parts of the country greet the drafted men gath- 
ering for the training camps. It is fit that it 
should be so. The drafted men are entitled to 
equal honor with all those who have volunteered 
for service in the war. They have been called 
to duty in defense of the country in the way 
chosen by the Chief Magistrate and the Congress 
of the nation.

They go to free men from 
the terror and the menace, the weight and the 
misery of conquest. They go to establish justice 
and freedom and fair dealing among nations, upon 
which alone can be built the structure of en- 
during peace. 

- We have joy because we know they will give a 
good account of themselves when they go to the 
field of battle; we know they will contribute to 
the crowning mission and the greatest glory— 
glory in its best sense—that has yet come to our 
beloved republic. 

We send them with confident hope because we 
know tHat with their aid might will be on the side 
of right—the combined forces of democracy will 
overcome the combined forces of autocracy. 

Some will not return. For them tears and bot:- 
or. Their sacrifice for human rights will be glori- 
ous. The majority will return, laureled with suc- 
cess, enriched by experience and ennobled by 
splendid service to their fellow men. 

Our hearts go with these conscripts of democ- 
racy. They carry with them our finest faith and

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OUR ATHLETIC CARNIVAL. 

A great many reasons have been given in the 
last month for the unquestioning confidence of 
Americans that our soldiers must return in tri- 
umph from the battlefields of Europe. We have 
talked about our great riches and our great num- 
bers and our wonderful industrial development. 
But every American believes we shall win because, 
down in his heart, he believes that, man for man, 
we have no equals in any contest that calls for 
physical stamina and resourcefulness. 

Beginning with the Olympic games at Athens 
in 1896, we have frequently sent teams of athletes 
abroad to compete with the chosen representatives 
of the world. In every instance they have been 
victorious. Particularly in events that have called 
for dash, for speed, for perfect co-ordination of 
mind and muscles, for thoroughness in training 
and for what is known among sportsmen as “the 
fighting heart,” have they been successful.

X.—Great Union Generals: Thomas, the 
One General of the Civil War who was* 
never beaten ang whose plans never mis- 
carried, the “Rock of Chickamauga;” Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan. Great Coniederate 
Generals: Lee, Jackson, Johnston The 
greatest American General of cavalry, and 
the most ‘ignorant, was Nathan Bedford 
Forrest, upon whose head Gen. Sherraan set 
a price, saying he must be killed if it cost 
10,000 lives and break the treasury. George 
Armstrong Custer, grandson of a Hessian 
officer of the revolution, was perhaps the 
greatest of the Union cavalry leaders, and 
to him much of the fame of that other fa- 
mous cavalryman, Philip Henry Sheridan, 
was due. Hugh Judson K'Ipatrick won «4 
splendid reputation as a daring and bril- 
Yiant cavalry officer. Joseph Wheeler 
fought the most desperate cavalry battle 
of the Civil War and at other times did 
great service for the Confederacy. In the 
Spanish War he distinguished himself as a 
successful General of his unite. country. 
James Elwell Brown Stuart became famous 
as a cavalry leader of the Confederacy, 
The trouble Stuart made for McClellan can 


hardly be estimated. Gen. George Stone- 


man was a brave and capable cavalry lead- 
er of the Union army, but was so unfortu- 


ever, which was that of a great cavairy 
raider of the Confederacy, John Hunt Mor- 
gan. James H. Wilson was one of -the 
most gallant and dashing cavairy leaders 
produced on the Union side during the war. 
We find this statement: “It is not true that 
Gen. Forrest was “an ignorant man, never 
to his dying day able to read or write.” On 
the other hand, he was a man of extraordi- 


-nary natural ability and the possessor 


The poverty 
of his parents prevented him from obtain- 
ing an early education, but in mature life 
he learned to read and write.”

Then the treatment 
must be directed toward allaying and sooth- 
ing the susceptible membranes and in some 
way to change the air without vitiating or 
polluting its purity. Adrenalin solutions, 
which bleach and shrink the membranes 
of the eyelids, nose and throat; 10 to 20 
grains of bromides in water to diminish the 
susceptibility and excitement of the hay 
fever victim; oils and antiseptics used in 
atomizers, all these and protein extracts of 
corn, golden rod, ragweed and other au- 
tumn hays and grasses are now used in 
treatment to be begun 30 days before ex- 
pected attack.
